A MOUNTAIN ROSE. 


“I reckon it’s true that there is at 
least one romance in every life. From 
personal knowledge | can only cite 
my own case, but I'll venture that 
there was never a good, strong story 
written that did not find its inspira- 
tion in truth.” 

The author of this oracular deliver- 
ance sat with his children and his 
grandchildren on one of those great, 
vine-shaded yerandas that belong to 
every pretentious country home in 
Tennessee. He was a giant slowly 
going down under the weight of years, 
yet to live in the past was to recall 
some of its vigor. Now his eyes 


brightened, his form straightened, his 


broad shoulders went back and his 
voice was without a quiver. 

“You look the picture of‘her,” he 
said to the little tot on his knee as 
he stroked her curls.

The 
bulk of the people hung back, Wollas- 
ton had come to be a centre of its 
own. It had developed a community 
consciousness. 

“What was to be done? Should 
those number of possible church work- 
ers be sacrificed in order to retain the 
fellowship and support of the few that 
worshipped lovally in Quiney? 

“ Providence interposed the instru- 
ments she made use of were the Bap- 
tist and Trinitarian Congregational 
churches. The pastor of one was the 
late lamented Rev. Dr. Dewhurst and 
the pastor of the other our beloved 
brother Rev. William R. Lord. Both 
of these men were about the same 
time repeted by an influential number 
of their parishioners. They were de- 
voutly religious men but they were 
progressive and their deliverances did 
not fall on welcome ears. 

“I went at once to the laiety whom I 
knew as Unitarians and to others 
whom I had reason to believe were 
liberals. The response was en- 
couraging. 

“1 decided on a date to call the pub- 
lic together for Liberal Religious ser- 
vices in Wollaston and issued a_ cir- 
cular. 

“The hour arrived, Sunday October 
22, 1887 at 7 P. M. and people began to 
come into the hall. As the services 
proceeded earnestness seemed char- 
acteristic of all. Such was the begin- 
ning of the “Wollaston Unitarian So- 
ciety.” I continued in charge of the 
services until you felt able to support 
a minister all your own and then Rev. 
Mr. Key was called. 

“It was not long before I had the 
pleasure of assisting at the laying of 
the corner stone of your convenient 
and picturesque little church. 

“Thus have you risen in your pros- 
perous career until now, on your 
twenty-fifth anniversary, clothed in the 
strength which is able to help solve 
the problems of a great day coming. 

Dr. George B. Rice first president of 
the parish responded to the toast “The 
founders.” He said: 

“The memory of those with whom I 
was associated 25 years ago is still 
vivid, although 1 have been away for 
a considerable time. 

“The first services of this church 
held as most of you know in Boynton 
and Russell Hall now Odd Fellows hall 
are still fresh in my recollection and 
the first meetings of the parish com- 
mittee are as yesterday. 

“The members of this committee 
were Frank P. Waterhouse, treasurer, 
Charles T. Baker, clerk; Walter E. 
Simmons, Henry O. Fairbanks, Chand- 
ler W. Smith, L. C. Ela, W. P. Chase, 
and myself as president. 

“Then others came into the work.

Owing to the fact that 
Mrs. Corthell was not in the best of 
health the observance of the anniver- 
sery was not conducted on a _ large 
scale, but the children and grandchil- 
dren of the couple and a few friends 
gathered to congratulate them. Mr. 
and Mrs. Corthell were remembered 
with many beautiful gifts as tokens of 
the occasion. 

Mr. Corthell is a son of 
Sherebieh and Hannah C. 
who lived on Washington _ street, 
South Abington, and Mrs. Corthell 
was born Rachel J. Reed, daughter of 
Isaac and Eliza Reed of Plymouth 
street, South Abington. 

Mr. and Mrs. Corthell were married 
Feb. 15, 1863, while Mr. Corthell was 
home from the Cicil War between en- 
listment periods. They were married 
by Rey. Abbey, pastor of the Central 
Congregational church, Abington. Mr. 
Corthell had enlisted in Co. K, 7th 
Massachusetts Volunteer Infantry in 
1861 and had been discharged for disa- 
bility in October 1862. Four months 
later he was married and in Novem- 
ber, 1863, he re-enlisted in Co. D, 4th 
Masachusetts Volunteer Cavalry, serv- 
iag under Capt. William Morton of 
Quincy. He was taken prisoner with 
Capt. Morton near Gainesville, Fla., 
Aug. 17, 1864, and experienced prison

jrounds, Florence and Libby. He 
was liberated from prison on May 6, 
1865, a short time after Gee's surren- 
der, but served in the Army till No- 
vember 1865. 

On being discharged from the Army, 
Mr. Corthell took up the work of shoe- 
making. He was of an inventive turn 
of mind, and while working in the 
shoe shop he invented two different 
styles of lace hooks for shoes. One 
of them was made of sheet metal, and 
is the same hook, practically, that has 
been in use ever since. He also in- 
vented an edge trimmer, a wax edge 
setter and a heel scourer. After 
these inventions came into general 
use Mr. Corthell accepted a position 
with the Union Machine Company of 
New York. 

In 1877 he moved to Wollaston and 
entered into business with David 
Whittemore, and in 1881 he organized 
the Corthell Manufacturing Company 
and for six or seven years managed 
that company and sold its shoe ma- 
chinery. After a long series of pa- 
tent lawsuits. most of the inventions 
became public property, through the 
expiration of the patents, and Mr. 
Corthell accepted a position travelling 
for and setting up the American Shoe 
Machinery Company's products in 
England, Scotland, France, and Costa 
Rica. 

From 1891 to 1900 Mr. Corthell was 
in charge of the finishing of shoe ma- 
chinery of the Standard Shoe Machin- 
ery Company, and on the absorption 
of that company he accepted a posi- 
tion with the United Shoe Machinery 
Company. Owing to the illness of his 
wife, however, he gave up that posi- 
tion shortly afterward and accepted a 
position with the Tubular Rivet and 
Stud Company's works in Wollaston 
so as to be near home, and he is em- 
ployed there at the present time. 

Seven children were born to Mr. 
and Mrs. Corthell and of these three 
are living. These are Mrs. F. W. 
Haynes and Mrs. Charles B. Harring- 
ton of Wollaston and Robert N. Cor- 
thell of Auburn, Me. In addition to 
these children, they have six grand- 
children.

IMPROVED CAR SERVICE. 


The Bay State Street Railway were 
very quick to act on the recommenda- 
tion of the Railroad Commissioners 
relative to improved car service on the 
Houghs Neck line.

OUR PLEDGE. 

I hereby promise, God helping me, 
to abstain from all distilled, ferment- 
ed and malt liquors, including wine, 
beer, and cider as a beverage and to 
employ all proper means to discour- 
age the use of and traffic of the same. 


What Prohibition Accomplishes. 

That prohibition does not prohibit 
one of the stock arguments against 
the amendment, is no saner reason in 
favor of licensing the traffic than to 
say that men ought to be licensed to 
steal because the law against theft 
does not prevent all men from steal- 
ing. The law of the state has placed 
unlawful selling of liquors, without a 
license, on a par with stealing, by 
making them both crimes. Prohibi- 
tion will remove much of the tempta- 
tion to indulge in unlawful selling, 
and will make it much easier to en- 
force obedience to law than under the 
so-called local option system. It 
will make it easier to do right and 
harder to do wrong, a good test of 
wise law.

WOLLASTON FORUM, 


At the Forum session Sunady the 
topic for consideration was the “Wid- 
er Use of the School Plant.” Miss 
Harriet E. Turner opened the discus- 
sion, saying “The public school be- 
longs to the people, should be made 
useful for twelve instead of five hours 
a day, and should be used for the peo- 
ple’s social activities. We already 
have evening schools, divided into ele- 
mentary, high and trade schools, We 
have vacation schools, where the chil- 
dren receive instruction in chair- 
making, basket, bench work and fret 
sawing, elementary woodwork, Vene- 
tian ironwork, knitting, sewing, dress- 
making, millinery and embroidering. 
Another wider use of the school plant 
is that of the vacation playground. 
One of the commonest. uses of public 
school halls in many cities is for free 
lectures and entertainments. Such 
lectures and entertainments have be- 
come a regular part of Cleveland's 
evening amusement program for the 
winter. Another wider use of the 
school plant is for an evening recrea- 
tion center. Such centers have been 
opened in a number of cities and 
towns under the name of Social Cen- 
ter, Civic Center, People’s Center, 
Neighborhood Center, Recreation Cen- 
ter. In New York during 1909-10 
were 31 evening recreation centers. 
With the exception of five they were’ 
open six nights a week from October 
to April. Study rooms were available 
at 27 of the centers, bathing facilities 
at 24. One-third of the school build- 
ings were for the entertainment of 
women and girls only and they en- 
joyed the same opportunities as their 
brothers except that the gymnasium 
was more often used for folk dancing 
than for athletics. In Rochester, N. 
Y., more than half of the schoolbuild- 
ings are used as recreation centers. 
“The Social Center in Rochester,” 
says Mr. Ward, was not to take the 
place of any existing institution; it 
was not to be a charitable medium for 
the service particularly of the poor; 
it was not to be a new kind of even- 
ing school; it was not to take the 
place of any church or other institu- 
tion of moral uplift; it was not to 
serve simply as an “Improvement As- 
sociation” by which the people in one 
community should seek only the wel- 
fare of their district; it was not to be 
a “Civic Reform” organization, 
pledged to some change in city or 
state or national administration; it 
was just to be the restoration to its 
true place in social life of that most 
American of all institutions, the Pub- 
lic School Center, in order that 
through this extended use of the 
school building might be developed, 
in the midst of our complex life, the 
community interest, the neighborly 
spirit, the democracy that we knew 
before we came to the city.” The dis-
